MOTOCROSS — Belgium swept the rest 
of the world in the Trophee des 
Nations, Wohlen, Switzerland, 
September 5, beating the USSR by 14 
points. Roger DeCoster led the Belgian 
romp with a 1-4 score. The U.S. team 
was skunked (sixth overall), though 
Tony D. managed a pair of sevenths and 
Bob Hannah got a tenth.

WENDOVER, UTAH 
n a week shortened by rain and high winds, the 
175cc record book was almost completely 
rewritten by Henry Brigham IV. Warner W. Riley, 
of Harley-Davidson streamliner and 200 MPH Club 

fame, announced his retirement. Don Vesco was the top 

speed bike of the week by sliding his 1300cc Yamaha 
streamliner through the traps at almost 273 MPH. And 

Bob George’s 3000cc H-D streamliner made its first, long 

awaited runs. 

The dirt bike craze has extended itself even to the 
Bonneville Salt Flats. Can-Am, Penton and Yamaha dirt 
bikes teamed up to grab seven world speed records, 
almost one third of the 23 records set in the week. 
Teenager Henry Brigham IV, riding Can-Ams out of his 
dad’s shop in Houston, Texas, blasted four records 

Sharon Vickery, several times world record holder in 
the 125cc class, on a Yamaha road racer was unable to 
qualify against her own record this year, but was joined 
in competition by three other women. 

Once again, the 1300cc class was the most popular, 
Entries from Harley-Davidson, Kawasaki, Honda and 
Triumph all ran at close to the same speeds, 

Weather was the biggest factor in the outcome of the 
week-long meet, with almost three days of competition 
lost to rain and high winds. The rain-dampened course 
became almost tractionless for several days, and was a 
problem for the over-150 MPH bikes all week. Most 
affected was Warner Riley. Warner was not able to get 
traction for his 200 hp fuel Harley until late Friday 

A first leg run at 206, well over the record of 202, put 
Warner in sight of a final record for a long career on the 
salt. It was not to be. Salt still wet from the Sunday rain 
allowed his skinny Goodyear LSR tire to spin freely, 
Warner got sideways taching 190 MPH, recovered, got 
sideways again. Feeling that the salt was unable to hold 
the power necessary to claim a record speed, he pulled 
off the course. 

Sunday 

Rain in quantity set in only two hours after qualifying 
runs got underway. Soon the whole pit area and most of 
the course was under water. The track was cleared out 
by 3 o'clock. 

Monday didn't exist. 

Tuesday 

The pit area and track were still quite damp, and 
running over 150 MPH caused wheel spinning problems. 
Tom Elrod on his 2400cc double Z1 Kawasaki was still 
having problems hooking up; but managed a 186.72 

Since there had been so little time for qualifying on 
Sunday, and since there had been no running on 
Monday, there were no record runs on Tuesday. 

All day was used for qualifying runs. There was a 
kink, however. Henry Brigham and Brian Eriksen came 
to Bonneville well prepared. They both qualified for 
record runs before the rain on Sunday; changed classes 
on Tuesday and qualified to run their bikes in different 
classes. The problem was how to run the same bike in 
two classes. Or in Brigham's case, how to race two bikes 
at the same time. |. 

Wednesday 

Paul Flanders, AMA 
official for the meet, 
decided that since there 
had been two days for 
qualifying, there would 
have to be two sets of 
record attempts run back 
to back, and the 
problems were solved. 
Brigham got two of his 
four records Wednesday 
morning as did Eriksen. 
Eriksen had come 
confident as well as 
prepared. An old hand 
on the salt, he had only 
the gearing on the bike, 
and no spares.

Paul Flaiidérs, 
AMA meet referee, allowed driver Dave Campos to start with a 125 MPH pass down the course, and then a'sec- 
ond at 150 MPH. Each successive pass would be allowed to be.25 MPH faster until top speed was reached. In.

Fritz does, the track was immaculately 
laid out and was a beauty for both 
riders and spectators. 

The riders had only one hour to 
practice and sort out the bikes on 
Saturday and one hour to qualify on 
Sunday. On Sunday morning Marty 
went out and the course took its toll on 
the exotic works Honda. The longer 
Showa forks took a dump and the 12 
1/2 mm shaft on the right Koni bent. 
Between practice and the first race Team 
Honda frantically switched to the 
shorter Showa forks and replaced the 
only pair of Konis with the Showa rear 
shocks. 

Gaston qualified fastest with 
Khudiakov in second, Churavy in third 
and Marty in fourth. 

The starting line wasn’t wide enough 
for the forty-six riders that made their 
way from the parc ferme to the asphalt 
starting area. Low qualifiers made a 
second line. Fritz Kramer instructed the 
riders that the clock would be started 
one minute before the race. When the 
clock hit zero the gate would drop. 
Front line riders backed-up a meter and 
waited till the ten second mark before 
punching their bikes into gear.

identical times, they wrote on his card 11:00 and 
they wrote on mine 11:05. He didn't lose any points. 
There were fist fights in Italy. The English and 
Italians were throwing each other off the side of the 
mountain and everything because the Italians were 
coming in late and they would check them in on 
time. That’s the only six-days I’ve ridden where they 
haven't had a time clock stamp. But they did it 
purposely, so the Italians could win. And they got 
away with it. At the six-days last year — the Italians 
again: When a rider came in for the motocross special 
test he would get into a car, because it was cold, 
another guy would get out of the car in completely 
new shiny motocross clothes, get on the bike and ride 
the special test. Then they would truck him back so 
he could ride the next guy's special test. He had 
ridden the special test maybe four or five times every 
day, practiced and knew it well, because it was a hard. 
one to learn, and he was the motocross specialist for 
Italy. People watched him do it, and knew what was 
going on, but nothing was done about it. They 
accepted the Vase and nothing was ever said about it. 
How do you feel about the AMA rules and qualifiers 
here in the U.S.? 

The AMA is in a hard position. They're trying to 
satisfy everyone and they can't do it. I don't know 


^ what I would do any better. I would make the events 


a lot tougher. Their two-days and every event this 
year was too easy to keep on schedule. It boiled 
down to who was fastest in the test. There would 
always be some local kids there who would go balls 
out and not care about what happened. You could 
never ride that way at the six-day and last. The' 
flashes usually last about two days in the six days. I 
think it should be a lot tougher and harder to keep on: 
schedule. 


Should there be more qualifiers? 

No. You couldn't afford to go to more. Four of 
them cost me $2,500 this year. I think they have to 
decide in part on how people have done in previous 
events. But I do think the AMA has to be more 
careful with their qualifiers. Their markings are so 
terrible. It's not so bad, the mix-up with the guys 
getting lost, but the injuries that it causes... like it 
killed that guy up in Washington because it was 
marked so poorly. Five miles without a marker, so he 
turned back and met the other guy head on. That's 
just stupidity on the part of the guy’s marking. And 
the qualifiers HAVE to be tougher. The guy has to be 
put under a strain to see if he breaks. A lot of guys 
can go fast on the trail for two or three miles and just 
putt around for the rest of the day. That's all it was 
this year. 7 


Do you prefer riding as an individual over team 
support? 7 ; 

I’ve been on the Vase Team three or four times 
and on the Trophy Team once, in Spain, where we 
finished in the middle of the pack. I haven't been on 
the Trophy Team since then because-I would have 
had to ride a KTM.

Team is a good idea? 
I don’t think they stand a chance. I think John 
Penton’s finally realized he could never win the 


. Trophy Team and he could win the Vase. That’s why 


I've always wanted to be on the Vase Team — and we 


. Why couldn't we ever win the World Trophy? 


There's not enough money and, organization. 
Besides I don't think there's six riders good enough 
yet. I think we could win the Vase Team though; 
Cars good enough, Jack's good enough, in fact he's 
outstanding, Dane is, Tom always does a good job — 
but to get six guys is a lot harder than four guys. And 
the luck, you're competing against the better guys 
from each country. 

What are the Czechs throwing into it moneywise? 

I heard that some of the Czechs make 
$20,000-$30,000 a year and that's a lot of money 
over there. All they have to do is deliver mail to the 





to go really fast in the special test, actually lose time 
at the check points, and still get a gold. I think I liked 
it the other way better. 

Which ISDT event was the most important to you? 

I think the first one. I was so green and didn't 
know what was happening — I had to figure out what 
was going on. I wasn't that young though, 24 or 25, 
some of the young guys now aren't even 25 yet and 
they've already competed in six or seven events. 

Did you have an old hand helping you out at that 
first ISDT? 

Yes, I was with Bud Ekins and he told me a lot 
about it. He and Dave were there, Jack Krizman, 
LeRoy Winters. 

Bud Ekins through Europe? That must have been 
pretty interesting? 

That's for sure! I couldn't believe it. In Poland he 
would drink a fifth of scotch, stay out till three 
o'clock in the morning, come back and ride the next 
day. I couldn't understand how he did it. 

Do you do any particular training before an event 
such as this? 

No. I don’t have the time. I used to run and 
exercise but now I eat right, I don't drink and I try to 
ride once a week all. the time. I feel in good shape. 
I'm not worried. It's half mental anyway. If you 
absolutely make up your mind you're going to do it, 
you're halfway there. 


You do all the preparation on your own bike? 

Yes, every year. I always have. But I'm getting 
really worried now. This is my ninth year and I've 
ridden eight times six days without any failures. I 
always start with a new bike, then I ride it in all the 
qualifiers for the next year. That way I get it all 
worked out — everything’s tried and proven, 
nothing’s experimental — then I start with a new 
bike, take it all apart, every piece, look it over 
carefully and put it back together. 

Do you pay special attention to clutches, etc? 

Any place there’s a weak point. We sell enough 

Huskys, we know their weak points. I talk to Dean 
Goldsmith and Dick Burleson, ask them what they 
know, and we all Compare notes about what might go 
wrong, what remedies it. The bike ts fairly stock 
though. It may not have the same magneto, we've put 
the WR360 magneto on. We use actually a CR bike 
and then put the wide ratio fifth and sixth gear in it. 
How about porting? 
Yes, my bike is. The 360's we don't port, but I'm 
riding a 250 this year and over there a 250 Husky is 
pretty slow compared to a KTM or something stock. 
You have to work them over a little bit. We've never 
had any problems so far. The trouble is, the six-days 
bike before could be a good reliable bike, fairly 
quick, and you'd do OK, but now you have to have a 
really fast bike that handles well plus being reliable. 
Sort of like a 90 MPH motocrosser? 

Yep, that's about it. 

About what throttle are you running at six-days — 


, When you're not flat out? 


You have to run wide open in the special test but I 
don't, even then, 'cause if you do you're going to do 
something dumb and not finish. I know I can't beat 
those Czechs, so I'm going to be consistent, finish, 
satisfy myself and a get a gold. That's all I want. 

How do you feel about the politics involved in the 
ISDT? M 

I don't like it. I don't see any reason for that, in 
the Olympics, the ISDT, or any place. Why do we 
have to have it? But it's not too bad at the six-days. I 
read about all the cheating going on and everything, 
but I haven't seen all that much of it. I really don't 
think there's as much as what's written about. 

What's it like in each country with them hosting their 
own check points? 

Well, take Italy — it was absolutely terrible! I was 
riding with this one Italian Trophy Team guy. He was 
on a flat tire and was supposed to be five minutes 
ahead of me, but when we came into the check with

teenager stood at the edge of a field not 

far from his home in San Bernardino, CA 

concentrating intently on what 20 other 

guys in the field were doing. They were 
all racing around on motorcycles, each one trying to 
go faster than the other. He watched and watched, 
and after a while all the riders left. The young man 
then climbed onto a rigid frame Matchless Single and 
rode around and around the field alone. For six 
months, this went on, until one day he finally got up 
enough nerve to race around the field with the rest of 
them. That's when he found out he could ride faster 
than they could. For Malcolm Smith, the year 1956 
was the start of something big — but he didn't know 
it. 

Victories in the Baja 1000, Baja 500, Mint 400 and 
scores of off-road events, un-named and unheard of 
20 years ago, were destined to mold young Malcolm 
into a superstar. Little did he know that 15 years 
later he would play a principle role in a very 
successful movie which would be nominated for an 
academy award. 

Today Malcolm wears his stardom well. He’s 
friendly, unaffected and quick to compliment the 
abilities of his competition. 
Most of his time now is 
spent oversecing his 
well-known, 
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rapidly expanding 
ቼ dealership and accessory business. 
He still competes seriously but prefers cowtrailing. 

Even though he was busy getting his Husky ready 
for the up-coming ISDT, Malcolm still found time to 
give Cycle News his impressions and views on various 
subjects. He also took us on a whirlwind tour of the 
impressive new Malcolm Smith Gold Medal Racing 
Products complex, a mind boggling accumulation of 
years of hard work and dedication to the sport of 
motorcycling, located, surprisingly enough, at the 
edge of a secluded orange grove in Riverside, 
California. 

Back in 1966 Malcolm entered his first 
International Six-Days Trial in Sweden and rode a 
250 Husky to a silver medal. He has ridden seven 
ISDT events since then, collecting seven gold medals 
for his efforts. This year will be his ninth attempt for 
the gold in a six-day endurance test of man and 


machine over 200 miles of trails and roads each day. — 


How much have the ISDTs changed over the years? 
The bikes are so much better now — the terrain 
used to be a struggle, now it’s so easy it’s more of a 
speed contest. Before, you could be fairly consistent 
and if you made every check point on time you'd 
have a good chance of getting a gold. Now, you have

Did your life change much after “On Any Sunday?” 
Did the movie increase expectations of your 
winning? 

My life didn’t change that much, except at the 
races. In California we have so many heroes nobody 
even notices you. But in Australia it did, the movie 
was much bigger there. It increased winning 
expectations a lot more! That's probably why I don't 
go to a lot of sporting events, because if you don't 
win you're a dirty guy. I got a second at Soboba this 
year, but people thought that was just terrible. 
Roeseler beat me — and if you take a look at the 
other guys I was racing against — I hadn't even ridden 
for a while — I was happy with a second. 

Looking back, do you ever wish you had taken your 
riding more seriously? 

I’m glad I didn’t because it never ruined it for me. I 
see so many people get burned out. They go at it 
every weekend and three times a week. It’s their 
whole life, they don’t do anything else. They spend 
all their time working on their motorcycles, going to 
the races, then they ride for a year or so and 
disappear. But I've done it 20 years now and I still 
really enjoy it. And even now, before a race, my 
stomach is so upset I’m about to throw up. I think, 
this is ridiculous, I’ve been doing this so long, but I 
still get just as shaky and scared. I think it’s scared of 
not winning — not the fear of getting hurt. I rode 
Class C one year as a Novice, when Romero was a 
Novice too, at Ascot. He would win one week and I 
would win the next. I was going to buy a new 
Triumph but something came up and I just started 
going out on a few weekends cowtrailing. I think now 
of all. the guys I knew closely then that are dead now. 
I dont know... Im happy ... I don't think I'd do 
anything different. 


In just a couple of weeks, September 20 to be exact, 
Malcolm Smith will be somewhere near Zeltweg, 
Austria getting up at 5:00 a.m. every morning to test 
his skill, physical endurance and mechanic abilities 
against 200 miles of unknown, challenging and 
sometimes body-breaking terrain. He will probably be 
just as scared, shaky and nervous as he was when he 
rode :his first ISDT. And, more than likely, he will 
return to Riverside, California with his eighth gold 
medal. e.

own riders to claim them back. If the bike’s fast, then 
the guy that claims it is a dirty so and so. Let the 
factories lose a few of them to a poor kid who only 
has a 125 Yamaha and is still trying to compete. 
There's a lot of good riders around. Look at Bob 
Hannah, all of a sudden he gets a factory ride and he's 
winning. A lot of guys like that don't have the 
equipment and don't have the money. 


So, how are the cars, really pleasant? 

Yes, but it's really frantic too. It's like watching a 
moving picture at three times speed. You never have a 
chance to do anything, it’s sideways, way in the air, 
or landing, it’s really scary. The car’s trying to tip 
over and you’re going about 75 MPH. 


Do you prefer driving a car to riding a bike? 

No. At Riverside I do. The young guys are just flat 
too fast. At Six-Days I can out-smart them or 
something. 

What about the Baja? 

It’s dangerous, the bikes. I used to be able to ride 
flat out, wide open, across the desert — I can’t 
anymore — I just won’t do it. 


Is it age or business? 

I think it’s experience. You have so much 
experience, you know what can happen. You get hurt 
so many times and pretty soon you start thinking — 
I've been so lucky so many times... 


Do you think maybe the last time you broke your leg 
(for the fourth time) in Baja it might have had 
something to do with your switch to cars? 

When I was lying there in Baja I kept thinking — 
how am I going to get out of here... it’s just... 1 
don’t like to not win and to win you have to go so 
fast. There’s a lot more good riders now, so many 
more than there used to be. 


Do you think the SCORE payoff regarding overall 
wins is fair? 

No absolutely not. I think the overall winner 
should get more money than anyone else down the 
line. No matter if you take $10-$20 out of each 
entry, the first place guy should get the most money. 
The cars and the bikes are so close now, and the guy 
riding a bike is taking a much bigger risk. I don’t 
think it’s right that the bike finishes first and gets 
$1,500 and I finish second, in a car, and get $10,000. 





villages, on their bikes, where there are no roads or 
anything. I didn’t even get to work on my bike until 
three weeks ago. It's just about done now. I'll finish it 
tonight, crate it up tomorrow and ship it to 
Cleveland. 


So the Trophy Team is really hurting because their 
competition’s stiffer? 

Yes. Their competition’s stiffer and they have a lot 
of untried guys over there. Take Mike Hannon, he’s 
one hell of a rider, probably as good as Jack Penton, 
but I hope he lasts six days. The bike usually doesn’t 
last that long. Something happens to it. Look at a lot 
of the other guys — they just don’t have the 
experience yet. I don't know what the AMA could 
do, but right now it's who can go the fastest for three 
miles down a dirt road. I can look at the list now and 
tell you who’s going to get golds based on past 
experience. Last year I only missed one guy, the year 
before that I got them all right, and that’s before the 
competition ever started.

Were you asked to be on the Trophy Team this year? 

Yes. Burleson was too. He’s probably the best rider 
there is, but why be on an odd ball team that doesn’t 
cut it? Our Club Team at least stands a chance. Last 
year we finished third out of 35 teams or so. The 
Trophy Team is a bunch of guys who have never been 
there and no matter how good a rider is, if he’s never 
been to the Six-Days, he’s going to have trouble. He 
has to know how to pace himself and figure out 
what's really happening. 


Why do you still participate in the ISDT? 

I really enjoy it. I like to go over and meet all those 
guys I’ve ridden with before. It’s just a real challenge. 
You can’t be just a rider. You have to be a mechanic, 
you have to build the bike beforehand, be able to 
take care of it, and you have to think all the time. 
The Isle of Man in 1971 was so easy. It was the 
easiest one I’ve ever ridden, the speed schedule was so 
slow. But I'm sure Austria won't be. 


What did you think of the ISDT held in the U.S.? 

It was one of the best ever. If you talk to any of 
the European riders, they really liked it. But if you 
ask Super Hunky, he thought it was a terrible thing. 


If and when another ISDT event is held in the U.S., 
where would you like to see it take place? 

The Nevada desert! It would just blow them away. 
They do it to us. They take us to the place they can 
ride the best. If we can do it, why don’t we put a 
Trophy Team together with Roeseler and Mayes, 
Hannon and Brooks, something like that, put it in the 
rough Nevada desert — why not do it to them? I saw 
an East German Trophy rider try to race the Mint one 
year and he was the slowest guy out there. 


How do you feel about the ISDT in terms of 
importance, like sales of motorcycles, etc? 

I don’t think it makes a lot of difference. I think it 
helps KTM, but I don't think it helps a lot. It doesn't 
make nearly as big a difference as Roeseler winning 
Baja or Marty Smith winning a motocross. 


But do you think race wins sell bikes? 
Oh yes! Take a look at how many Suzukis are 
around now. 


We got off the subject of the ISDT and asked some 
questions that Malcolm had some very interesting 
answers for. 

You've seen every kind of motorcycle race and 
competed in most all of them. How's it going? Where 
do you see the growth? 

Motocross. Class C is dying out a little. Most kids 
see motocross as the way to go, but I don’t like the 
big bucks deal. Bikes are too expensive and I read in 
Cycle News where a guy will try to claim a bike and 
he's put down because he wants to claim it. But, 
that's what the rule is for. That bike is subposed to be 
of so much value and no more. I wish it was really 
that way. 


Do you think that maybe that's why Class C has 
started to die out? Because of the expense involved? 

Yes, I think so, but a guy could race motocross on 
a limited budget once too, but he can't now. People 
are claiming bikes and factories are getting all their 
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defeating his teammate Tag Turner in 
two straight motos. 

Highlighting today’s Pro action was a 
very large and highly skilled 250 class. 
After the start Suzuki’s Bob Elliott 
stormed into the lead, John Hateley 
KTM), Jeff Vidic (Mai), Tim Tolar 
Suz) and “Radical” Ron Turner (Suz) 
followed closely looking for an opening.

The heat was off the 100 Pros, but 
there was not rest for the 125s as 
Gregg. Toyama (FMF) switched 
guns to shoot it out with another 
switch-hitter, Rich Collins (KTM), who 
had deserted the big bores. No doubt 
both had the same idea in mind 
(winning), but it wasn’t as easy as that 
for either one of them. Tonight also 
brought to aclose AMC’s night, MX series 
as Bette Lasker’s Friday night operation 
became another victim of television and 
weekend drive-in movies. 

The combined Pro start was a 
constant tug of war, with eventual Open 
winner John Cardoza (Suz) against 250 
winner Mike Stearns (Hus), while 
Toyama and Collins were off on their 
own, running 1-2. The only upshot out 
of all the action was the singular victory 
of Open Pro Hank Schmidt (Yam) in 
the first moto, which he won on his 
four-stroke TT — 500. Not bad 
considering all those ring-dings. Collins 
put his own win as he got past Toyama 
m the last moto; but Gregg's two wins 
had it all locked up while Rich could 
only take second. 

On the rise in the 125 Beginners are 
Steve Pfaff (Hon) and Steve Zizzo 
(Hon). The first moto saw them leading 
traffic with Zizzo first and Pfaff second. 
But in the second, Steve (Zizzo, that is) 
got caught in the crowd back in seventh; 
while Steve (Pfaff, that is) prevailed for 
first, and did it again in the final for the 


overall win, while Zizzo caught up to 
e. 


capture second.

Monte Lee (250 Yam) rode 
consistently, taking fifth. Brad Henson 
(175 Yam), the current points leader, 
grabbed a first in the small-bore class at 
sixth. Gordon Schmidt (400 Yam) 
found that his seventh was good for first 
Senior. Novice Tom Mattox (400 Yam) 
was eighth, followed by small-bore 
runner-up Tim Plant (175 DMG). Monte 
Lee, an Amateur, rounded out the top 
ten on a 250 KTM. 


Rare desert scrambles 

On the following day, Balentine 
showed up at the bomb running second 
behind Bill Conroy, who was riding a, 
borrowed 400 Mono. On a fireroad just 
past the bomb, they went back and 
forth. Eventually, Balentine got by and 
Bill's borrowed bike began to show signs 
of shock trouble. He took it easy and 
retired at the end of the loop rather 
than break someone else’s bike. 

The surprise at the end of the loop 
was seeing Tom Kelly on Balentine’s 
tail. Two miles out, Kelly passed Bob 
almost in mid-air. Tom led for the rest 
of the loop. Balentine thought that 
Kelly couldn’t maintain the same pace 
for the remainder of the race, so he 
elected to stay on Kelly's tail and wait 
for the right time to pass. The right time 
came on the next loop, where Balentine 
got past and led for the rest of the race. 
To Kelly's credit, it was the first time 
this year anyone had come up and 
passed Balentine while he was leading. 

Behind the action of the two Mojave 
buddies, Cordis Brooks (250 Bul) had 
been running third, but Tom Schell 
came from behind to pass him and 
occupy third for the rest of the race. On 
the roughened course, Brooks was 
getting tired, and on the last loop, Phil 
Stumbo (250 CZ) passed him on a 
twisty downhill sandwash. Stumbo’s 
drive nearly carried him past Schell, but 
with only a couple of miles left, Stumbo 
got onto a bad line and Schell dusted 
him badly. So it was that the first five 
were: Balentine, Kelly, Schell, Stumbo 
and Brooks. 

At sixth overall, Tim Plant avenged 
his earlier defeat by Brad Henson (who 
finished tenth overall).

game, and was especially aimed at 
salvaging British participation. In that, it 
failed, but the AMA couldn’t answer for 
the British economy. 

Another, more telling case in point. I 
recently called to see how the AMA was 
going to respond to the proposed 
EPA/CARB emission regs. I was told, 
“The AMA is not going to get directly 
involved; that's an industry problem." 
Rather shortsighted of them, because 
its going to be far more of a rider 
problem in a year or two; but the point 
is, if the industry controlled the AMA, 
they'd be in there fighting tooth and 
nail. 

The fact is, there are plenty of 
problems with the AMA — the ones you 
cited, plus others. Personally, Im 
beginning to find people at AMA think 
too much like a bunch of bankers and 
accountants. Maybe it's a sign of the 
times. 

But the point is, you don't solve 
these problems by turning your back. 
Nor do I see any of the existing splinter 
groups (nor any coalition of same, given 
the kind of petty jealousy that seems 
epidemic at times) capable of providmg 
a national framework for road racing or 
any other venue. 

You want change? Then lay hands on 
the AMA and change it! If the 
organization heirarchy won’t respond to 
normal channels, your AMA 
Congressman and your Class “A” board 
member, then is the time to consider 
leaving. Not as a bunch of disgruntled 
dudes, but as a coherent group with 
definite policy objectives. District 37 
did just that some years ago, and in just 
thinking about it, helped force needed 
reforms. Of course, expecting road 
racers to form a coherent national group 
may be asking a little too much .. .

(or no Order; both are reasonable 
alternatives); it does not spell out the inherent 
conflict between the wording of the Order and 
the BLM's historical mandate to manage for 
multiple use; and the EIS in general fails to spell 
out the favorable impacts of ORV use in sufficient de- 
tail (which you, then, should go on to supply out of your own 
head). More generally, the EIS contains highly debatable 
statements, such as “The ORV user should not suffer economic 
loss, except possibly on the resale value of his vehicle...” 
(as if that weren't bad enough); “At this point, there appears to 
be little likelihood that the proposed action will have any major 
impact on the ORV industry as a whole; “Off-road users tend, 
moreover, to litter the landscape" (as if others didn't); and 
"... much, if not most recreational off-road vehicle use will be 
treated as a local, short-term use of man's environment." 
These statements reflect an attitude on the part of the writers 
that is patronizing, prejudiced and discriminatory. It is not 
as blatant as, say, the KKK explaining why the Nigras 
should be kept in their place, but it is of the same tone. 
You have a right to object to this, in principle. 
Do we have a better idea? Yes, we'd suggest a new 
Executive Order that recognizes the need to manage 
ORY activity to some extent (as did 11644) but avoids 
the pitfall of saddling the administrators with blanket 
criteria when each Interior agenty (BLM, Nat'l. Park 
System, Fish & Wildlife, Bureau of Reclamation) 
has a different purpose spelled out by law. Instead, 
the President would direct each administrator to 
identify within his agency's landholdings, areas of 
significant environmental or cultural value; and 
then regulate ORV use only on those identified 
lands, This would nullify the worst complications 
of the court order and prevent the government 
from having to hassle over every scrap of some 
500 million acres, as is now the case.

World” gang once and for 
all, you’ve got to prove that 
you have a better idea. It would be an 
easier job if you were a lawyer, but 
you're not. You're a biker, maybe a 
racer, more likely a recreational 
off-roader with a family; and you're 
involved because any other course 
will get you shafted while your back 
is tumed. You didn't want this 
fight, but it came to you; and 
the enemy won’t just go away. 
You'd rather not retreat into 
utter lawlessness; you want to 
take one more crack at making 
the system work. This is it. 
It is called a notice of proposec 
rulemaking; and it's supported by an 
Environmental Impact Statement, all 
according to law. The rules are 
amendments to Title 43, Chapter Il, 
Part 6290, Code of Federal Regulations 
one set of verses in one chapter of 
one book in the Federal bureaucracy ’s 
Bible. The EIS was prepared by the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, a branch 
of the Department of Interior, under 
the same organizational umbrella that 
includes the BLM, the Fish & Wildlife 
Service, National Park System, and the 
Bureau of Reclamation. While it is still a 
proposal, any citizen may agree to, 
object to, or seek to modify either the 
rules or the EIS. If you've never done 
this sort of thing before, this report will 
serve you as a crude road map, and an 
introduction to the bureaucratic 
word-game. It is a piece-by-piece 
breakdown and explanation of the parts 
of the regulation most critical to you as 
a rider. You need to know it, to 
guarantee that your letter is read, not 
trashed. So, from the beginning, let's get 
into it: 
6290.0-1 Purpose 

“The purpose of this part is to 
implement Executive Order No. 11644, 
‘Use of Off-Road Vehicles on the Public 
Land"... " 

Hold it right there. We bikers have 
been going through this hassle since 
1970 or before; and now we and the 
Bureau are forced to go through it all 
over again because a court said we did 
not comply with the Order.. The court 
also said that the Bureau had not 
considered all reasonable alternatives as 
required by law. One such alternative, a 
course which would make the rest of 
this hassle unnecessary, would be a 
cancellation (recission) or modification 
of the Order itself. 

Is this a reasonable alternative? 
Insofar as any action taken unilaterally 

a President who was subsequently 

aced should be reconsidered, both 

by his successor and by the public, this 

is a reasonable request for us to make. 
Only one man can grant that request 

the man on whose desk the buck stops 
the President of the United States. 

It is up to us to make sure the buck 
gets that far, instead of being buried by 
some flunky. That means that letter 
writers should write the President 
directly, and at the same time, write the 
Bureau, asking them to pass your 
request to the President. 

The Department of Interior, 
addressing itself to all its management 
units (of which the BLM is one) has

Political lifeline

t's writing time again, but 

with a twist. Gut rcaction is 

not enough. There's time 

for that if the system drives 
us to it. The "system" in this case, is 
our good ol' friends an' neighbors, the 
BLM. But first things first .. .. 

In the beginning was EO 11644. 
Richard Nixon played it the way he 
played everything in domestic politics 
to set group against group in every arena 
where he was being attacked politically. 
It was business against labor, farmers 
against housewives, longhairs against 
straights, oilmen against motorists; and 
in our arena, he set us up against the 
environmental fringe when it seemed 
expedient to do so. Now he's gone, 
drivenfrom office in disgrace, and his 
style of governing discredited. But the 
wording and the bad aftertaste of his 
Executive Order are left behind to 
haunt us. 

And haunt us they have. In fact, we 
are doomed to wrangle, on terms and 
conditions laid down by the Order, for 
every piece of ground in the California 
desert and elsewhere in BLM's domain, 
until Hell freezes over unless 
something concrete is done about the 
Order, and about the rules the BLM is 
forced to work under. 

Yes, forced. If you will give BLM the 
benefit of the doubt and assume they’re 
just a bunch of poor, bumbling 
bureaucrats caught in a crossfire 
between us and the Sierra Club (or if 
you go overboard and assume they're 
partly on our side —— which is partly true 
but little comfort), their actions in the 
present round of rulemaking are under 
[TTA 

They are under court order to include 
the words and provisions of EO 11644 
in their ORV regulations. And that 
brings us to, as NOC’s Dick Moon put it, 
"Right where we were three years ago." 
We are called to sit in judgement on a 
new set of draft ORV use regs. The way 
it is being done, it is a repreive for riders 
outside the California Desert; for the 
new rules return most BLM land to 
“undesignated” status. Which is to say 
"status quo," run what you brung and 
enjoy until they get around to 
classifying your riding area, Then, watch 
out! 

For California desert riders, the 
situation is more complex, for it leaves 
the Interim Critical Management Plan 
(ICMP) intact, but changes the future 
ground rules for the next plan. 

In a nutshell, the new ground rules 
give the environmental fringe not one 
but several “Catch 22” pitfalls they can 
use to shut down ORV activity 
anywhere (desert or otherwise) they 
choose to create a crisis. It’s only a 
matter of time. 

Your time is running out. You have 
until October 7 to make some sort of 
informed, preferably constructive 
comment on the proposed rulemaking. 
Just telling the BLM it stinks is not 
enough; and neither is sitting around the 
fire guzzling beer, moaning about the 
Good O!’ Days. 

We obviously can’t cram the draft 
regulations and their supporting 
Environmental Impact Statement into 
these pages. They would fit like the 
proverbial 15 pounds in a 10 pound 
sack. We can, in the accompanying 
breakdown, give you specific parts of 
the draft that hold the most harm and 
try to analyze them for you. We can’t 
hold your hand and force it to write.

MAYSVILLE, COLO., AUG. 22 & 23 
Former Californian, Doug 
Bradbury was the winner of the 
1976 Ute Cup with the best 
overall performance of the 103 
contestants that entered. The Ute Cup 
is a two day Scottist type observed trial 
held in the Colorado high country on 
trails once used the the Ute Indians. 

The Ute Cup was started seven years 
ago by the Rocky Mountain Trials 
Association (RMTA) as an annual 
premiere club event. Because it was such 
an outstanding event, it attracted some 
of the best trials rider in the country 
who took the trophies and awards away 
from the Colorado riders. All this was 
changed last year when the nationally 
ranked riders outside of Colorado were 
declared ineligible.

The course for the first day consisted 
of 20 observed sections and an 18 mile 
trail ride starting at the Ponderosa Guest 
Ranch north-west of Salida. Six hours 
were allotted for the loop and sections 
to be ridden twice. The, best 
performance of the day was by Pat 
Grimes with only six points lost. Less 
skilled riders took as many as 78. 
Section one was a water section and 
perhaps the most difficult of the day. 
The winner of the bog trophy (the rider 
who has the most spectacular failure in 
the traditional bog section) dabbed up 
to his hip in the mud and fell in to his 
neck. The other 18 sections were well 
set by the trials masters: Sam Dennison, 
Mike Foster and Larry Lund. The most 
exciting feature of the day was the 2x12 
stiles built over the barbed wire fences 
which could be used in lieu of the 
closed gates., At the first one, the gate 
sure looked more inviting than the “A” 
frame stile. 


Sunday's loop was 20 miles long with , 


19 observed sections to be ridden twice 
in a six hour time period. Over half of 
the sections were in water, resulting in 
no few bike drownings; the rest of the 
sections were in loose rock. The loop 
obtained an elevator of 11,500 feet at 
an uphill rock section. The downhill just 
after this section was a heart stopper. 
The best ride on Sunday was turned in 
by Bill Schaaf with nine points lost. Bill 
rode the first 25 sections clean.
